In a secluded and mountainous 
part of Styria, there was, in old 
time, a valley of the most surpris- 
ing and luxuriant fertility. It was 
surrounded on all sides by steep 
and rocky mountains, rising into 
peaks which were always covered 
with snow and from which a 
number of torrents descended in 
constant cataracts, One of these 
fell westward over the face of a 
crag so high that when the sun 
had set to everything else, and all 
below was darkness, his beams 
still shone upon this waterfall, so 
that it looked like a shower of 
gold. It was, therefore, called by 
the people of the neighborhood, 
the Golden River,

and: by populous cities. But the 
clouds were drawn so constantly 
to the snowy hills, and rested so

HORSE & CATTLE THIEVES 
TROUBLESOME TO N.W.M. 
P.—WHITE AND RED MEN 
GUILTY — STEALING OF 
UNBRANDED ANIMALS—A 
CLEVER DETECTION BY A 
POLICEMAN. 


Horse and cattle thieves have} 
always been very troublesome to 
the North West Mounted Police, 
from the earliest days. Particu- 
larly on the American border their 
vigilarice could never be relaxed. 
The temptation to ‘run’ a bunc 
of stolen horses or cattle over 
the frontier was a very gréat one, 
the profits on the venture, if suc- 


plenty willing to take the chance 
that offered to make their for- 
tunes. 


honors have been pretty well di- 
vided between the white and the| 
red men. In the “bad lands’ of 
Montana, there has always exist- 
ed a class of desperado to whom 
the game of horse stealing has 
been very fascinating. On both 
sides of the border the Indians 
and half breeds have been even 
more susceptible to the fascina- 
tion. It must be admitted that 
such depredations on their neigh- 
bors have all the mighty sanction 
of tradition behind. In Indian 
warfare among tribes between 
whom an hereditary enmity ex- 
isted, the raiding of each other's 
horses was a recognized form of 
reprisal. Blackfeet and Crees from 
time immemorial had waged such 
a war among themselves and 
their young men were trained to} 
horse stealing as an essential part 
of their education. 


The advent of the North West | 
Mounted Police, however, in the| 
Territories, put a damper on this| 
species of raiding, but it took| 
many long and patient years to 
bring about any real decrease in| 
the evil. The Indian mind was) 
slow to grasp the new doctrine 
preached, the more so because the | 
law below the border was lax, and | 
the red men failed to recognize| 
the easy spirit of the one side with | 
the severity of the other. 


The policy of the police was to} 
hit hard and quickly. Where ret- | 
ribution followed swiftly upon the | 
execution of the deed, the moral | 
of the lesson was increased ten- | 
fold in value. The following in- | 
stance had a beneficial effect in| 
its own area. Three men came in 
to the Maple Creek N.W.M.P. 
Post to announce that a _ war 
party of Crees had stolen thirty- 
four head of horses from a cer- 
tain ranch in Montana. On dis- 
covering the loss they at once fol- 
lowed up the Indians’ trail and ar- 
rived at Fort Walsh a little in ad- 
vance of the raiders, The latter, 
on reaching the Cypress Hills (a 
favorite hiding place) divided in- 
to three parties, each of which 
took a separate trail to’ their 
camp, which was about _ thirty 
miles from the fort. 


In less than half an hour from 
the time the information was 
lodged Sergeant Patterson with 
ten troopers was on the track of 
the thieves. When ten miles out 
he intercepted seven Indians with 
seventeen head of horses. These 


were arrested and sent to Fort 
Walsh. Farther on, other In- 
dians with stolen horses were 


caught up and dealt with in the 
same way and at the camp the 
balance was recovered. © Within 
twelve hours after their bringing 
in the tidings of the theft the men 
belonging to the ranch from

Answer: Camphor,' like most 
things which have a smell is what 
we call volatile, that.is, it gives 
itself off into the air in the form 
of a gas, Like many other volat- 
ile things too, it is an antiseptic 
which is very bad for the lives of 
microbes. Now most things that 
are poisonous to microbes are 
poisonous to insects, Indeed, as a 
rule, a poison to any kind of life 
is a poison to all kinds of life. 
Camphor in large enough doses 
would kill a man. The camphor 
gives intself off into the air 
around it and as it is very poison- 
ous to moths when they smell it, 
they fly away. It is a great advan- 
tage when antiseptics are volatile 
and all the most useful antisepties 
are volatile. If a thing is not vol- 
atile it can only take effect on any- 
thing that actually touches it, and 
maybe not even then, unless the 
thing actually starts to eat it, 
which is unlikely.

After delivering the despatch to Colonel Irvine at Prince 
Albert, Tom came back to Clark's Crossing where General Mid- 
dleton was, and | was with him. The General gave Tom another 
despatch and told him to take it to Prince Albert. On the way ‘ 
at MclIntosh’s farm, McIntosh, who had seen Riel's scouts go by, 
said to him, ‘My God, Tom, did you see Riel’s scouts pass here 
a little while ago?'’ Tom said, ‘‘No."’ Mclntosh said, “They 
will bé back in a little."" McIntosh put Tom's horse in the stable 
and locked the door. It was a log house and McIntosh hid Tom 
upstairs. McIntosh then went out from the house to the fence 
where he saw Riel’s scouts coming riding back. So McIntosh 
went to the gate and talked to them. They’ said, ‘Has anybody 
been here?’’ McIntosh said, ‘No, | did not see anybody as has 
been here." ‘‘Oh,"’ they said, “‘we saw the track of a horse 
come in here.

He 
crossed the Red River trail, the old original trail from Fort 
Garry to Carleton, so that he got past the trail of Riel’s scouts. 
But before he,got through two of Riel’s scouts saw Tom and gave 
chase. Fortunately Tom had a good fast horse of mine. I had 
it for a running horse, and it stood Tom in good stead that day. 
It was soft ground and the horses could not go very quick, but 
as soon as they got out of the soft ground Tom began to draw 
away and then they began to fire at him with rifles, but he got 
away safe. Tom said the bullets were flying close to him many 
a time. After he had shaken off the scouts Tom went right 
through to Prince Albert alright, and delivered his second des- 
patch,”’

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LAWS OF INTEREST TO 
WOMEN IN SASKATCHEWAN 


Deserted Wives Maintenance Act 


An important, although very 
brief act was passed in 1911, 
dealing with this subject. The 
act defines a deserted wife as a 
married woman living apart from 
her husband because of his acts 
of cruelty, or of his refusal or 
neglect without sufficient cause to 
supply hr with food and necessar- 
ies when able to do so. 

A married woman deserted by 
her husband, may summon him 
before the court, which means a 
district court judge, or a police 
magistrate, sitting and acting as a 
justice of the peace, and the court 
if satisfied that the husband, 
though able, or partly able to 
maintain his wife or his wife and 
family has wilfully refused or 
neglected to do so and has de- 
serted his wife, may order that 
the husband shall pay to his wife 
such weekly sum, not exceeding 
$10.00, with or without costs, as 
the court may consider proper, 
having regard to his means and to 
any means which the wife may 
have for her support and the sup- 
port of her family. 


HOW TO REMOVE SOME 
STAINS 


Scorched Spots 


Have you ever had a shirt waiat 
with an ugly yellow scorched 
spot just where it shows the 
most? Rub the spot with mois- 
tened ivory soap and put the 
garment in a sunny window 
Sometimes the discoloration will 
disappear if the dress is simply 
placed in the sun to bleach. A 
thin mixture of starch and water 
may hasten its removal. 


Iron Rust 


«Iron rust stains are easy to re- 
move. Simply get a little cream 
of tartar and rub on the? spots, 
letting it remain for an hour or 
more. Then wash the place and 
if the spot has not quite vanished 
rub again with the cream of tar- 
tar. On colored goods or wool a 
special application of citric acid 
solution will remove the trouble. 
Muriatic acid or oxalic acid may 
be used if great care is taken. Ap- 
ply it very sparingly, just touch- 
ing the spots. Salts of lemon is 
also good if the spot is small. 


Acid Stains 


If any common acid like lemon 
juice or vinegar is spilled on a 
dress it may change the color. If 
you sponge the spot lightly with 
ammonia in some water, a table- 
spoon of ammonia to four of 
water, you may restore the color.

There has been an outbreak of 
typhoid of a particularly virulent 
nature which has resulted in sev- 
eral deaths at a Regina educa- 
tional institution and a good many 
cases of small pox are reported 
from various points in Saskatche- 
wan.
